WASHINGTON (UPI) -U .S . 
and

clashed for the third time in 
six weeks in the fog-shrouded 
waters off the coast of North 
Viet Nam. But details on the 
incident were scanty today.

Association — is listed as a 
defendant along with four of its 
officers. 
The 
defendants 
are 
charged with conspiracy to fix 
prices and rig bids for trash 
removal in restraint of inter­ 
state commerce. They a r e 
charged with violating the Sher­ 
man Antitrust Act. 


Says Suspended 


McCarthy said he had been 


suspended in 1962 for taking a 
trash stop away from a fellow 
member in violation of the as­ 
sociation’s rules. 


“ I rejoined,” McCarthy tes­ 
tified, “because I was afraid 
the association would take away 
my business.” He said he be­ 
lieved 
the 
association 
was 
strong enough in 1962 to do 
that. He said it had between 
50 and 60 members. 


McCarthy also testified about 
pressure that was to be applied 
to non-members of the associa­ 


tion to make them join. If a col­ 
lector refused to join, he said, 
members were to go after his

from him by offering his custo­ 
mers lower prices.
